Rising unemplo y ment and sig ns o f a sag ­ 
g ing eco no my hav e co mpelled the Bank o f Eng ­ 
land to reduce its disco unt rate fro m 4^/^ to 4 
per cent. The cut is the six th since the summer 
o f 19 6 1 when the g o v ernment increased the rate 
to 7 per cent in an austerity pro g ram desig ned 
to check ex cessiv e co nsumer spending . 


No w the situatio n is rev ersed, last week’s 
cut in the bank rate being o ne o f a number o f 
recent steps taken to stimulate the eco no my . 
Earlier, the g o v ernment cut the sales tax o n 
auto mo biles and ho me appliances and, similar 
to actio n taken in this co untry last fall, o ffered 
a tax inducement to business to spur capital 
spending . 


The pro blem, in Britain as it is in the United 
States and o ther free co untries, is to keep in­ 
terest rates lo w eno ug h to make funds av ailable 
fo r do mestic purpo ses and y et disco urag e the 
flo w o f sho rt-term funds o ut o f the co untry in 
search o f hig her y ields. 


The Bank o f Eng land’s 4 per cent rate, 
which co mpares wuth the current 3 per cent in 
this co untry , is no t ex pected to cause an ex o dus 
o f fo reig n funds. No r is it likely to attract funds 
fro m the United States. Fo r this Washing to n 
must be thankful.

Presidential Power 


As we m ov e into 
a W hite House spokesm an— 
or “ highest a u th ority" — indicates th at P resid ent John 
F. K ennedy has reflected profitably on the su b stance 
of two ye ars' experience in dealing with K hrushchev . 
But the P resid ent, in facing a new C ongress, has yet 
to prov e th at he i.s as quick to recognize dom estic 
realities as he is to m ov e w ith the necessities im posed 
by the Cold W ar. 


T he reason for the split in K ennedy’s sen.se of 
reali.sm is rooted in an odd paradox deriv ing from his 
ba.sic com m itm ents. 
IMien he m ov es outw ardly from 
his deepest conv ictions, as he has been doing recently 
in his conduct of foreign affairs, he finds his w ay to 
an intelligent opportunism . 
But w hen he trie s to be 
pragm atic on the b asis of som ething th at he does not 
feel strongly about, his aw areness falters. 
H ence w e 
w itness a m an who is least successful as an opportunist 
w here he tries his h ard est to be opportunistic. 


Since I do not know J.F.K. personally, I offer 
this analysis somewhat tentativ ely. Howev er. I once 
Interv iewed a number of people who were close to 
the Kennedy's for a series I was writing on Presi­ 
dential candidates, and my impressions as of 1%0 
hav e not been altered by ev ents. My feeling then 
was that John F. Kennedy was a young man ferv ­ 
ently committed to steering his country to a safe 
hav en through the perils of the early atomic age. 
He would do what It takes at the waters’ edge to 
confound the plans of foreign dictators. This com­ 
mitment, hard and true, led him ev entually to take 
the right stand in the Cuban situation in spite of 
misleading adv ice from the "softs.” 


When it com es to dom estic questions, how ev er, I 
hav e nev er had any feeling th a t the P resid ent h as h ard 
and fast conv ictions. 
He lacks the instincts and the 
attitu d es of the zealous and frequently self-righteous 
reform ers of the N ineteen T birties, who w anted to lift 
Ja ne A ddam s’s h u m anitarian Hull House right out of 
Its C hicago slum and plant it down in W ashington as 
a new wing to the W hite Hou.se. 
K ennedy w as nev er 
really close to w hat E leanor R oosev elt represented in 
the D em ocratic P a rty, which w as one reason for M rs. 
R oosev elt’s original coolne.ss tow ard his candidacy. 


But if K ennedy cam e along too late in the dav to 
reflect the em otional attitu d es of the H arry H opkins 
generation, he deriv es from a tradition of m unicipal 
politics which has alw ays known how to giv e a quid 
(a C hristm as turkey, a New Y e ar’s D ay scu ttle of 
c oal' for a quo <a v ote on election d ay). 


Like any succes.sful politician he knows he m ust 
hav e a pow er base if he is to m aintain him self in office 
long enough to c a rry out som e of the things he really 
feels strongly about 
And in .seeking to preserv e his 
pow er base, he begins w ith the elem ents th at m ad e 
th e D em ocratic P a rty of F rank lin D. 
Roo.sev elt so 
successful. 


The traditional D em ocratic pow er blocs include the 
big labor unions, the local follow ings of the old-tim e 
city bosses, the less successful—or the less fortu nate — 
fa rm e rs, and the eggheads who believ e that reform 
should be im posed from b ureaus locate<i on the Poto­ 
m ac 
D irecting all the.se horses in tandem , F rank lin 
Roo.sev elt won four elections. 
In w inning, he kept the 
D em ocratic South in his pocket despite his attitu d e 
tow ard old-line S outherners such as the late Senator 
W aller G eorge of G eorgia, 


As a party leader who must look to the nature 
of his power base, Kennedy Is still going through 
the motions of holding the Roosev elt coalition to­ 
gether. He pleases the centralizing humanitarians 
bv his insistence on .Medicare and Federal .«^id to 
Education. He tries not to alienate Walter Keuther 
of the (M.O. He makes the familiar gestures to 
ethnic groups, and he seeks to underwrite the agri­ 
cultural price structure at a high lev el. 


T he question is, how ev er, w hether he has ev er m ade 
the intellectual effort to com prehend the basic realign­ 
m ents of fww er groups in the affluent N ineteen F ifties 
and Sixties. 
Since R oosev elt’s heyday a whole new 
m iddle class has com e into being 
T hat m iddle class 
can pay for its own m erlical in.surunce. 
It can finance 
its own local schmils. Us paychecks hav e been com ing 
in regu larly, and it is sick of legislation th at tak es 
bigger and bigger cuts from w eekly incom e. 
It does 
not m ind a S ixial S ecurity fknir for old ptnjple, but it 
h a s no hankering to pay the inflationary bill th a t will 
be presented if th at floor continues to gyra te upw ard 
tow ard the ceiling. 


So it is a question w hether the country, on balance, 
w ants the P re sid e nt’s proposed dom e.stic legislation. 
Will a K ennedy who is keen about refurbishing the 
•ou rces of hjs pow er tak e the hint before 19 f>4?

Public Gets Wrong Impression Of Rules Fight 


W ASHINGTON - Y es. th ere is 
a C ongress. It is compo.se<’ of 4.35

F or, u nd er a w ritten con.stitu- 
tion, the P resid ent cannot inte r­ 
fere w ith the operations of Con­ 
gre ss as specified in th at docu­ 
m ent, and C ongress cannot inter­ 
fere with the exercise of any con­ 
stitutional pow er d elegated to the 
P resident. 
Y et. as the 88th C ongress goes 
into its first session this w eek, 
the im pression the country has 
been giv en by som e new s d is­ 
patch es and rad io and TV discus­ 
sions is that the P iesid ent is try­ 
ing to tell Congre.ss w hat rules 
it shall adopt for the size of its 
com m ittees or for the length of 
its d ebates. A gain and again, the 
S uprem e C ourt h as decided th at 
the.se rules are solely w ithin the 
pow er of C ongress itself to pres­ 
cribe. 
The 
P resid ent 
constitutionally 
can hav e nothing to say about the 
fight ov er the Senate or Hou.se 
rules. He h as no v oice in such 
m atters. Strictly .speaking, it is 
unconstitutional 
for him 
to en­ 
d eav or 
im properly 
to 
influence 
the v otes of the 
m em b ers 
of 
eith er house on these questions, 
ev en though they m ay indirectly 
legislativ e proposals. The Con.sti- 
tution giv es the P resid ent no right 
to lobby or to u.se his presidential 
office to secure the pas.sage of 
legislation at any tim e, w hether 
by the prom ise of or th rea ts to 
w ithhold fav ors to m em fiers of 
C ongress. 
He 
can 
recom m end 
legislation to C ongress, but he c an­ 
not coerce m em fiers 
of 
eith er 
house to v ote as he dem ands.

Britain Searches 
For A Balance 


Rising unemployment and signs of a sag­ 
ging economy have compelled the Bank of Eng­ 
land to reduce its discount rate from 4Vfe to 4 
per cent. The cut is the sixth since the summer 
of 1961 when the government increased the rate 
to 7 per cent in an austerity program designed 
to check excessive consumer spending. 


Now the situation is reversed, last week’s 
cut in the bank rate being one of a number of 
recent steps taken to stimulate the economy. 
Earlier, the government cut the sales tax on 
automobiles and home appliances and, similar 
to action taken in this country last fall, offered 
a tax inducement to business to spur capital 
spending. 


The problem, in Britain as it is in the United 
States and other free countries, is to keep in­ 
terest rates low enough to make funds available 
for domestic purposes and yet discourage the 
flow of short-term funds out of the country in 
search of higher yields. 


The Bank of England’s 4 per cent rate, 
which compares with the current 3 per cent in 
this country, is not expected to cause an exodus 
of foreign funds. Nor is it likely to attract funds 
from the United States. For this Washington 
must be thankful.

Presidential Power 


As we move into 1963 a White House spokesman— 
or "highest authority” — indicates that President John 
F. Kennedy has reflected profitably on the substance 
of two years’ experience in dealing with Khrushchev. 
But the President, in facing a new Congress, has yet 
to prove that he is as quick to recognize domestic 
realities as he is to move with the necessities imposed 
by the Cold War. 


The reason for the split in Kennedy’s sense of 
realism is rooted in an odd paradox deriving from his 
basic commitments. When he moves outwardly from 
his deepest convictions, as he has been doing recently 
in his conduct of foreign affairs, he finds his way to 
an intelligent opportunism. 
But when he tries to be 
pragmatic on the basis of something that he does not 
feel strongly about, his awareness falters. Hence we 
witness a man who is least successful as an opportunist 
where he tries his hardest to be opportunistic. 


Since I do not know J.F.K. personally, I offer 
this analysis somewhat tentatively. However, I once 
interviewed a number of people who were close to 
the Kennedys for a series I was writing on Presi­ 
dential candidates, and my impressions as of 1960 
have not been altered by events. My feeling then 
was that John F. Kennedy was a young man ferv­ 
ently committed to steering his country to a safe 
haven through the perils of the early atomic age. 
He would do what it takes at the waters’ edge to 
confound the plans of foreign dictators. This com­ 
mitment, hard and true. led him eventually to take 
the right stand in the Cuban situation in spite of 
misleading advice from the "softs.” 


When it comes to domestic questions, however, I 
have never had any feeling that the President has hard 
and fast convictions. He lacks the instincts and the 
attitudes of the zealous and frequently self-righteous 
reformers of the Nineteen Thirties, who wanted to lift 
Jane Addams’s humanitarian Hull House right out of 
its Chicago slum and plant it down in Washington as 
a new wing to the White House. Kennedy was never 
really close to what Eleanor Roosevelt represented in 
the Democratic Party, which was one reason for Mrs. 
Roosevelt's original coolness toward his candidacy. 


But if Kennedy came along too late in the day to 
reflect the emotional attitudes of the Harry Hopkins 
generation, he derives from a tradition of municipal 
politics which has always known how- to give a quid 
<a Christmas turkey, a New Year's Day scuttle of 
coal* for a quo 'a vote on election day). 


Like any successful politician he knows he must 
have a power base if he is to maintain himself in office 
long enough to carry out some of the things he really 
feels strongly about. And in seeking to preserve his 
power base, he begins with the elements that made 
the Democratic Party of Franklin D. Roosevelt so 
successful. 


The traditional Democratic power blocs include the 
big labor unions, the local followings of the old-time 
city bosses, the less successful—or the less fortunate— 
farmers, and the eggheads who believe that reform 
should be imposed from bureaus located on the Poto­ 
mac. 
Directing all these horses in tandem, Franklin 
Roosevelt won four elections. In winning, he kept the 
Democratic South in his pocket despite his attitude 
toward old-line Southerners such as the late Senator 
Waller George of Georgia. 


As a party leader who must look to the nature 
of his power base, Kennedy is still going through 
the motions of holding the Roosevelt coalition to­ 
gether. He pleases the centralizing humanitarians 
bv his insistence on Medicare and Federal Aid to 
Education. He tries not to alienate Walter Reuther 
of the C.I.O. He makes the familiar gestures to 
ethnic groups, and he seeks to underwrite the agri­ 
cultural price structure at a high level. 


The question is, however, whether he has ever made 
the intellectual effort to comprehend the basic realign­ 
ments of power groups in the affluent Nineteen Fifties 
and Sixties. 
Since Roosevelt’s heyday a whole new 
middle class has come into being. That middle class 
can pay for its own medical insurance. It can finance 
its own local schools. Its paychecks have been coming 
in regularly, and it is sick of legislation that takes 
bigger and bigger cuts from weekly income. 
It does 
not mind a Social Security floor for old people, but it 
has no hankering to pay the inflationary bill that will 
be presented if that floor continues to gyrate upward 
toward the ceiling. 


Sr) it is a question whether the country, on balance, 
wants the President’s proposed domestic legislation. 
Will a Kennedy who is keen about refurbishing the 
sources of his power take the hint before 1964?

WASHINGTON - One of the 
grandsons to whom I sometimes 
write letters, has now grown to 
the age where he can understand 
government firsthand, rather than 
by mail;

Public Gets Wrong Impression Of Rules Fight 


WASHINGTON — Yes. there is 
a Congress. It is compose*1 of 435 
Representatives and IOO Senators 
—all of them elected directly by 
the people of the United States. 
For two months now, day after 
day, newspapers and television 
and radio have told of the activi­ 
ties of the President — confer­ 
ences and speeches, statements on 
public policy and plans for legis­ 
lative proposals. The country’ may 
have indeed gotten the impression 
that the President runs the gov­ 
ernment. Actually, the President 
proposes, but Congress disposes. 
For, under a written constitu­ 
tion, the President cannot inter­ 
fere with the operations of Con­ 
gress as specified in that docu­ 
ment, and Congress cannot inter­ 
fere with the exercise of any con­ 
stitutional power delegated to the 
President. 
Yet. as the 88th Congress goes 
into its first session this week, 
the impression the country has 
been given by some news dis­ 
patches and radio and TV discus­ 
sions is that the President is try­ 
ing to tell Congress what rules 
it shall adopt for the size of its 
committees or for the length of 
its debates. Again and again, the 
Supreme Court has decided that 
these rules are solely within the 
power of Congress itself to pres­ 
cribe. 
The President constitutionally 
can have nothing to say about the 
fight over the Senate or House 
rules. He has no voice in such 
matters. Strictly speaking, it is 
unconstitutional for him to en­ 
deavor improperly to influence 
the votes of the 
members 
of 
either house on these questions, 
even though they may indirectly 
legislative proposals. The Consti­ 
tution gives the President no right 
to lobby or to use his presidential 
office to secure the passage of 
legislation at any time, whether 
by the promise of or threats to 
withhold favors to members of 
Congress. 
He 
can 
recommend 
legislation to Congress, but he can­ 
not coerce members 
of 
either 
house to vote as he demands.

Meanwhile, a lot of time will be 
used up on the rules problem in 
the first few days of the session. 
Oddly enough, if the rules are 
modified so as to diminish the 
rights of the minority in either 
the House or the Senate, this w ill 
be erroneously hailed in the head­ 
lines as a victory for the Presi­ 
dent. For he is not permitted un­ 
der the Constitution to have a 
part in the making of the rules 
of either house. The reason for 
playing it up as a presidential 
victory or defeat is the assump­ 
tion that back stage the Admin­ 
istration — in disregard of the 
Constitution — is using whatever 
influence it 
can 
command 
to 
cause members of Congress to 
vote as the White House dictates, 
rather than as they might really 
want to from the standpoint of 
their constituents.

Presently there came a letter 
from Henri Bendel to Mr. Dani- 
nos: “ We are sorry to advise you 
that despite all our many efforts 
to have the pocket lighter repair­ 
ed. it is of on avail. The lighter 
is being returned under separate 
cover.” 
Mr. Tunis tried to explain to 
Mr Daninos the American tradi­

Mr. Daninos would not be put 
off He was fond of the lighter, 
he was French He wrote Henri 
Benders suggesting that, if the

likely to land a man on the moon. 
Thus challenged, 
Henri 
Bendel 
put in charge of what rapidly be­ 


came knowm as I’affaires Daninos 
Frank J. McIntosh, assistant to 
the president of Bendels. 
“Vous avez raison," wrote Mr. 
McIntosh. “Somehow, some way, 
we will try again and again ” 
You can’t say Bendel didn’t 
try. They scoured Manhattan for 
six weeks, but no one could be 
found to repair a cigarette lighter. 
This says a great deal about the 
state of 
American 
civilization, 
ail of which was said 25 years 
ago by Aldous Huxley in “Brave 
New World” and said all over 
again in all those books about 
planned obsolescence. But never 
had it been so nakedly put that 
the largest city in America could 
not find a single person to fix a 
cigarette lighter. This was the 
year the Polaris went on seat duty 
and we put a good many things 
in orbit. 
Then Mr. McIntosh discovered 
the Elgin-American Co. of Elgin, 
111., which said it could and it 
would fix Mr. Daninos’ lighter. 
Out to Elgin went the solid gold 
lighter, just in time to run into a 
strike. Packages piled up in the 
empty plant, including the lighter. 
The president of Elgin Ameri­ 
can, A. B. Gellman, wrote to 
M r. M c I n t o s h : “ Immediately 
after talking to you on the phone, 
a search was started for the solid 
gold cigarette lighter. So far we 
have not been able to locate it. 
Perhaps at a later date when we 
can resume service and repair 
department activities, we shall be 
able to take care of your lighter, 
assuming we can find it.” 
They never found it. A year had 
passed and tempers grew short. 
“Ou est mon briquet?” 
asked 
Daninos. Tunis demanded 
that 
Benders send a new briquet to 
Mr Daninos. They couldn’t. The 
lighter wasn’t being made any 
more and there weren’t any to be 
had. Ultimately a check went to 
soothe Mr. Daninos. A year-and-a- 
half had elapsed, during which we 
sent a rocket past Venus, sending 
data back by radio.

There was a Union General Bragg—Edward 
S., of Wisconsin. 
That Bragg was remem­ 
bered for a phrase he used in seconding Grover Cleveland's 
nomination in the 1884 Democratic National Convention: “We 
love him for the enemies he has made.” 
The Confederate General Bragg—Braxton, of North Caro­ 
lina—was the artillery officer to w’hom, in the Mexican War, 
Gen. Zachary Taylor bespoke an order, “Double shot those 
guns and give 'em hell.” That was bowdlerized into history 
as "Give ’em a little more grape.” (Double-shooting meant 
doubling the safe load of canister or grapeshot and powder 
at the risk of the guns blowing up on the spot.) 
Braxton Bragg, a West Point graduate in 1937, had resigned 
from the U. S. Army in 1856 to be an engineer and plantation 
owner in Louisiana. He went into the Louisiana militia as a 
colonel, and six months later was high "brass”: a 
major general, C.S.A., and chief of staff to Albert 
S. Johnston. Advanced to full general, he was sent 
the following June to supplant Beauregard as com­ 
mander of the Army of Tennessee. That Army’s 
initial major operation under Bragg, the abortive in­ 
vasion of Kentucky in September-October 1862, was 
but one of a continuing series of campaigns which 
demonstrated his ineptitude for high command. 
"Nearly all observers, on both sides, gave Bragg 
credit for skill in planning, but his execution of his 
own plans was hampered by innate vagueness of pur­ 
pose, and his unpopularity with practically everyone 
he encountered greatly diminished his effectiveness,’' 
said an able biographer, Stanley Horn. Irritable and 
querrelsome, Bragg made many enemies. 
Yet, after all his fiascos and his replacement in 
command by Joseph E. Johnston, Bragg was called 
to Richmond as President Davis’ military adviser—a 
mistake comparable to Lincoln’s choice of Halleck as 
Ais military adviser.

Brown's release as general man­ 
ager and coach apparently brought 
to at least a temporary end one 
of the most brilliant and colorful 
coaching careers in pro history. 
Brown, after coaching at the 
Great Lakes Naval Training Sta­ 
tion during World War II, was the 
head coach of the Browns when 
they first started operation in the 
old All - America Conference in 
1946. For four years Brown's Cleve­ 
land team was the powerhouse of 
that circuit, winning 52 games and 
losing only four with three ties.

In his first full season, in 1916, he hit .313. From then 
on, until 1931, Rogers hit .300 or more every year except 
one. And three times he hit over .400. 
He w sj a singles and doubles hitter, but he might have 
been a home run slugger if he had wanted to wait for the 
right pitch every time. Twice he did win the home run 
title in the National League and hit 302 round-trippers for 
his career.
